CHICAGO, July 11.—(UP)—

strike-idle workers to 45,000 today. 

About 10,000 strikers in various 
industries voted to return to work, 
leaving the biggest work stoppage 
that of 16,600 United Ruober 
Workers, CIO, at the Akron, Ohio, 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany. They.will meet Friday to 


vote on ending their 11-day-old. 


walkout over a wage dispute. 

Some 1,000 members of the 
United Dairy Workers, CIO, today 
voted to end a three-day milk 
strike over unionization of part- 
time managers in two Detroit 
creameries, resuming service to 
150,000 families. 

Elsewhere in Detroit some 14,- 
000 workers were out. The Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board or- 
dered a strike vote among, 10,000 
employes of the General Motors 
A-C Spark Plug Division for next 
Wednesday.

1,600 JUVENILES—NOT A DELINQUENT ¢

There are juveniles in abund- 
ance at th Capitol Homes housing 
project back of Georgia’s state- 
house, but no juvenile delinquency 
problem. 

The man proudest of this is Ed 
S. Cook, project manager ,and for 
a decade president of the Atlanta 
Board of Education, who is a real- 
ist. He sees in youngsters a com- 
ing generation of citizens that will 
be useful to its community or a 
menace to society. 


His rules are simple—plenty of 
capable supervision and plenty of 
wholesome recreation. 


His success is measured in’ the 
fact that out of 1,600 children who 
live at the project, which fronts 
largely on Memorial drive, not a 
single one is presenting a police 
problem. 

“Don’t get the idea that we have 
a bunch of little angels here,” he 
smiled. “They’re full of energy 
and devilment, too. 
them busy doing useful things. 
That prevents them from hanging 
out on the streets, knocking win- 
dows out and getting into other se- 
rious trouble.” 


ONLY ONE COURT ECHO 


tr Only one serious juvenile cage 
has developed at Capitol Aon 
during the last five years, Cook 
said. He explained that a wave of 
vandalism was traced to four ’teen- 
aged youths and that the leader, 
who refused to listen to reason, 
was sentenced to a six-month term 
in Fulton tower. 


“That demonstrated that we 
would take drastic steps if neces- 
sary,” he declared. “And I want 
to point out now that the ring- 
leader has finished his term in jail 
‘and at present is a star on our 
| softball team. He is a model young- 
ster and a leader among the other 
boys.” 

Soft-spoken, kindly Ed Cook has 
tried numerous methods of deal- 
ing with children in the Memorial 
‘drive section, He began by organ- 
‘izing a junior police patrol, com- 
plete with honor badges and the 
like. 


“The patrol worked fine towards 
keeping the playgrounds clean and 


other children,” he said; “but the 
lack of men to supervise the pa- 
trol forced us to abandon it. We 
intend to revive the p&trol as soon 
as we can get the proper super- 
vision.” i" 

RECREATION SETUP 

The housing authority put up 
slides, sand boxes and other per- 
'manent equipment at the project, 
but Cook saw that this was not 
enough. He managed to get equip- 
ment for a baseball diamond and 
kept plugging away until he had 
a field in shape. 

Now the project has an 11 and a 
14-year-old softball team plus the 
regular team which participates in 
the city league. Its diamond is

much in demand. The Lorelei La- 
dies played the Bell Bomberettes 
there last night and the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce team has 
a game scheduled for tonight.

Cook charges off more than 90> 
per cent of juvenile delinquency | 
to the lack of leadership. He’ 
points out that the housing pro}- 
ect for the last six or seven 
months has taken in only the fam- 
ilies of service men. 


“We have found that at. least 
80 per cent of the problem’ chil- 
dren come from families where 
the father is gone to war or is 
away from home most of the 
time,” he said. “We have a lot 
of them here, and that is why we 
must do more than talk about our 
juveniles.” 

Ed Cook is always at home to 
the youngsters at the project. 
They go and come from his office 
at will. And he is the first one 
they turn to when a baseball game 
or other athletic contest is to be 
arranged. : 

KNOWS HIS PROJECT 


Another reason Ed Cook is so 
successful in his little community 
is that he knows what is going on 
there. Let a couple put their 
youngster to bed at night and go 
out until late and mama and papa 
are mighty apt to find him waiting 
for them when they get home. 


“We can’t have this sort of thing 
around here,” he says quietly and 
firmly. And he seldom has to give 
a second warning. 

One of Cook’s chief ambitions 
is to’ see the proper supervision 
provided for city parks and other 
community centers so that the old 
sandlot ball teams for youngsters 
can be revived. He would like to 
help organize a city sandlot league, 
a swimming league, football league 
and, above all, community center

Pair Stabbed 
As News Strike © 
Passes Deadline 


NEW YORK, July 11.—(UP)— 
Two striking truck drivers of the 
Newspaper and Mail Deliverers’ | 
Union were stabbed tonight as ten- 
sion mounted in their 11l-day-old 
strike and publishers announced 
they were “taking steps” to restore 
distribution of 14 daily New York 
newspapers. | 

The two strikers stopped three 
Negroes each carrying about 50 
copies of the Daily News, near the 
newspaper plant. When the union 
men started shoving them the boys 
stabbed Dominic Zeali, 32, and 
Thomas Klubak, 40. 

Zeali was stabbed in the abdo- 
men, while Klubak suffered a 
wound in the arm. The boys dis- 
appeared into a hotel. 

When the union passed an 8 
a. m. deadline today without end- 
ing its strike, the War Labor Board 
notified publishers they could ig- 
nore a closed shop provision in 
their contract with the drivers. 

Publishers then announced that

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The Nation Looks to Anderson and Pace 


Georgia’s Steve Pace, capable congress- 
man from the third district, is the new 
chairman of the House Food Committee, 
succeeding Clinton-P. Anderson, who re- 
signed his congressional post to become 
secretary of agriculture. 


Under Pace, the committee will con- 
tinue to work hand-in-glove with the re- 
vitalized Department of Agriculture in an 
effort to increase production, equalize dis- 
tribution, reduce waste and generally 
bring about better co-ordination between 
the various agencies having jurisdiction 
in the food problem. 


The primary tenet of the committee, 
under Pace, will be strict observance of 
“the principle that the armed forces have 
the first claim on our food supplies, that 
the next claim rightfully belongs to the 
American people .and that their needs 
should be met before any shipments to 
foreign countries are made, except such 
as are absolutely necessary to. meet the 
cells of humanity.” 


The Pace committee will also strive, 


along with Anderson, to stamp out the 
growing black market in food, a black 
market whieh, in some instances, has 
doubtless been encouraged by short-sight- 
ed governmental restrictive policies. 


The situation with which Messrs. An- 
derson and Pace are faced is extremely 
critical. They will be hard pressed to 
encourage further production and divert 
food to legitimate channels without pre- 
cipitating additional inflation. And the 
balance of the nation’s economy is such 
just now that any lifting of ceilings might 
well lead to fiscal chaos. 


Nevertheless, we have confidence in 
the ability of both the new secretary of 
agriculture and the splendid Georgian 
who, as chairman of the House Food Inves- 
tigating Committee, will work.so closely 
with him in an effort to improve condi- 
tions. 


Both are practical persons and may be 
counted upon t® make the best of what, 
at this time, is admittedly a deplorable 
situation. 


Alabama Equalizing Its Tax Burdens 


Alabama, which has been making such 
commendable governmental progress un- 
der the administration of Gov. Chauncey 
Sparks, a former Georgian, is setting the 
rest of the nation a good example by re- 
writing its tax laws. 


As is the case in most states, Alabama’s 
tax structure, like Topsy, “just growed.” 
The consequence is that it is a crazy quilt 
patchwork with some overlapping and 
many loopholes. Inequities of assessment 
seem the rule rather than the exception 
and the state licensing system hits some 
industries hard while overlooking others 
entirely. 


Polio Is on the Increase 


While Atlanta and Georgia are at 
present being spared, polio is on the in- 
crease, 50. per cent more cases being re- 
ported for the first five months of 1945 
as compared with the same months in 
1944. ) 


In near-by Birmingham there is a 
growing epidemic and in other sections 
the increase is great. 


There isn’t much known about polio. 
There are no barriers one may set up 
against the disease. But there are a few 
things which one may do.

To remedy this situation, the 1945 legis- 
lature created a commission—not unlike 
the one charged with the redrafting of 
Georgia’s constitution—to make a detailed 
study of the situation and submit a pro- 
posed revision of the tax structure to the 
next general’ assembly. The commission’s 
work is far from done but already there 
are assurances that its results will be of 
great value to the taxpayers of the state. 


Alabama’s example is a splendid one, 
one to which other states—where similar 
efforts: to equalize the taxation burdens 
are bogged down—might well look with 
profit.

of the idea as well as for the plan to erect 4 


welcoming -grches over leading highways 
at the state line. Especially, incidentally, 
are we impressed with Gov. Arnall’s sug- 
gestion that information booths should be 
maintained at such points for distribution 
of maps and literature.

By New Food Czar 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—When they put down 

lamb chops before us I restrained myself and 

, did not immediately grab my knife and go to 
work. After all, the man next to me was the secretary of agri- 
culture and the nation’s food czar. I wanted to see how he would 
react. When I looked he was already taking the first bite of chop. 

The food czar gets excited about meat even as you and I. We 
cleaned .up those chops in record time and then sat around for 
an hour’s conversation before going on the air in a radio program. 

I imagine several million persons asked the secrétary of agri- 
culture about food, especially meat; so I figured another question 
wouldn’t matter. 

He said, “look for something good about the middle of August.” 

There will be no great piles of roasts and steaks, but by mid- 
August those shelves will not be empty and those five or six cold 
hot dogs will not appear so lonely in their vast, expansive counters. 

Clinton Anderson has tackled the problem of food. It will re- 
quire a long time to get it in order, but he will. He has that rare 
gift of common sense and enthusiasm. 

The nation isn’t going hungry now. It is just being inconven- 
ienced. The crop reports for next year are good. Corn is off about 
one-sixth, which will complicate the feed problem, but Anderson 
is optimistic about that. He is, I am sure, a very excellent man for 
the job and will be able to show us improvement by early autumn. 

Mrs. Anderson is a very charming person, but 
Mrs. Anderson alergic to politics. I said that this new job 
would probably work out to her advantage because if the food sit- 
uation isn’t remedied the secretary of agriculture will not be po- 
litically glamorous. I think, however, he will do such a good job 
he will be stronger than ever.

The buyer must have confidence in the integrity of the 
paper and must believe it to be truly devoted to the interests of 
the people. A newspaper must be something of a public trust. 
Not all of them are, by any means, but more and more I believe 
they will see that this must be true. 


All of us agreed that monopolies are bad and that a monopolistic 
trend in the newspaper business would be harmful. But none can 
fail to agree that the American people are the best informed people 
in the world and they get their information largely from the news- 
papers. With all their faults the American papers are the best 
and the freest in the world. We've got to keep them that way.

Two Vivid Pictures 
Of ‘Underprivileged’ 


In last Tuesday’s column appeared extracts of 

a letter from a 60-year-old Georgia farm woman, 

’ in which she expressed some views about what 

she called the “underprivileged” children in the rural areas. The 
children of tenant farmers, and so on. 

Her letter recalled to memory two occasions on which I came 
into direct contact with definitely underprivileged children of 
that type. Probably, however, the ones I saw were far deeper 
in the “under” class than those of which my correspondent wrote. 

Late one night, driving a car with its lighting system defunct, 
on a red clay road in cold and wet weather, we stopped at an 
unpainted, ramshackle house beside the road. Our idea was to 
buy, if we could, a stable lantern to hang on the radiator cap, 
for some sort of protection. 

The farmer couldn't sell such a lantern. He had only the one 
and he needed it. But he invited us into his house to sit before 
the fire awhile and get dry and warm. 

It was a two-room shack, practically unfurnished. There was 
a pile of dusty rags of blankets or bedspreads, on the floor in one 
corner. There were two, possibly three, wooden chairs. There 
was an old packing case for table and an empty, up-ended nail 
keg or two or three for stools. 


University Graduate There were half a dozen children. 


ranging from 12 years or so down 
wards. All of them, including the mother, had that red clay look 
about their skin, clothes and hair that results from lack of bathing 
or washing facilities. 

They were shy before strangers. On the packing case was the 
remains of a meal. Cornbread, molasses and a dish of cold beans 
and fatback. 

The mother was the only one who talked. And, as we grad- 
ually induced her to tell us about her family, herself, two things 
were revealed. They were tragically, resignedly, poverty-stricken. 
And the mother was a graduate of the University of Georgia. It 
was difficult to see, however, what help her education was in their 
circumstances. 

Her children were, definitely, among the underprivileged. 


But this home, this family, were far better off 
Even Worse than another I once saw. 

I was driving, deep into the back country above Rome, with a 
member of the executive staff of the Berry Schools. 

We came to a little cleared place in the road. There was a shed, 
a wooden building without windows, with but one small door. The 
floor was hard-packed earth. There was absolutely no furniture 
at all. Nothing save the unsavory pile of ragged, dirty material 
in a corner, for bed 

There were half a dozen children, or so, squatting or ‘playing in 
the dirt before the house when we drove up. Not one, boy or girl, 
had on a stitch of clothes, not even a loin cloth. When we stopped 
they scurried, like so many animals, under the house, or behind 
trees or rocks, to hide. Somehow I got the impression modesty 
had nothing to do with it, but they hid simply because of fear of 
strangers. 

The land was hilly, rocky, impossible for real farming. The 
man had a little patch of corn growing and another little patch 
of poor cotton. He might, with luck, harvest ten dollars’ worth 
of cotton. And my companion said undoubtedly he had a home- 
made still somewhere back in the hills to increase the cash he'd 
receive for his corn. But, at best, it would be an exceptional year 


when his total income for the 12 months amounted to $50. 
: I didn’t enter that home. 


I stood for a moment at the door and 


ithe odor warned me not to go any nearer. As far’ as physical 


‘circumstances go, “Tobacco Road” never depicted anything more 


pitiful. 

“These are the people Berry Schools tries to reach and to help, 
to educate,” said my companion. “The only hope for such as 
these is that, somehow, one of their own can learn a better way 
of life and return home with the message and the determination 


to put it into practice.” 

Some blame such conditions on poverty 
Not Poverty Alone alone. Perhaps, over the long view, con- 
sidering many generations that have gone, this is true. But it is 
not poverty alone that keeps such people in their wretched state. 

Give them an income ten times as great and they wouldn’t know 
what intelligent use to make of it. 

For their trouble is based on ignorance. They have retrograded 
through the generations back, almost, to the life of the caveman, 
or the animals. It will take long and patient work to educate 
them anew, to awaken a new and better manner of pride, before 
they can be restored to civilization. 

As long as I live I'll never forget those two homes. They are 
memory's object lessons in humility. For, while they exist, all our 
pride in modern culture, in civilizations advance, becomes but as 
hollow mockery.

happen to Mr. Truman, 

Mr. Byrnes is thus elevated by appointment to a position he 
sought last summer, when he was a candidate for the democratic 
vice presidential nomination. 

The fact that the South Carolina man has now reached a goal 
in the quest of which he was frustrated at the Chicago convention 
last year has been made the subject of comment by certain political 
writers who have attempted to give the circumstances of his earlier 


defeat. 

; The best information as to what actually 
Arnall Interv lew happened came from-Mr. Roosevelt himself. 
Some weeks before the convention Gov. Ellis Arnall, of Georgia, 
held a White House conference with the President on the subject 
of the vice presidency. He went to see the chief executive to discuss 
candidates and to find out whom the President wanted as his 
running-mate. ; 

The Byrnes candidacy was discussed at some length in that con- 
ference. Mr. Roosevelt told the Georgia governor there were two 
reasons why Byrnes could not be the nominee. One was the fact 
that as a southern man his position on the Negro question would 
be embarrassing to the party in the campaign. 

But the main reason had to do with Mr. Byrnes’ former religious 
affiliations, the South Carolina man having started out in life as a 
member of the Catholic church and later changed to another de 
nomination. 

Mr. Roosevelt went on to say that at the time Byrnes was first 
proposed for the vice presidency he told the inner circle of his 
arvisers that before considering his name he first wanted to find 
out how the Catholics of the country would react to his candidacy. 

The President informed Gov. Arnall that he had then called 
in the head of the Catholic Church in the United States and put the 
question to him. The answer he got was that the Democratic ticket 
would lose 75 per cent of the Catholic vote if Mr. Byrnes were 
given a place on it. 

With a gesture of his hand toward a window in his office. Mr 
Roosevelt remarked: “And there went Jimmy,” meaning out of the 


window, of course. 

: Under these known circumstances—known 
Never Serious? to the intimate circle around the White 
House at the time—it always has been something of a mystery as to 
why Byrnes ever projected his candidacy seriously. If he ever 
discussed it with the President it is inconceivable .that he should 
not have been told. It was a matter that Mr. Roosevelt could have 
revealed to him easily enough.

He may have 
allowed his friends to proceed with the ballyhoo in his behalf, 
knowing that the advertising could do him no harm. That would 
tend to explain the haste with which he withdrew his name after 
the President's letter on Truman was disclosed. 

He allowed his name to be kept before the convention for a 
certain time and then removed it before the balloting, which saved 
him from any stigma of going down to defeat.

How is Truman’s extraordinary | 


popularity to priexplainedt He 
isé liked by so many different 
kinds of people that there must 
be more than one explanation. 


For some, the disappearance of 
Roosevelt himself was a relief. 
Now it has been followed by the 
disappearance of some of the men 
closely identified with him. Old 
hatreds and phobias built up dur- 
ing Roosevelt’s many political 
fights now beloag to the past. 

Belief that he will be more con- 
servative than Roosevelt has. of 
course, added to Truman’s popu- 
larity ‘among certain groups. 


But whether or not Truman is, 


or will become, more conservative 
than Roosevelt, people don’t see 
Strange people hiding behind 
Truman’s desk or under it. He is 
a type of man who is familiar to 
millions of Americans, especially 
in smaller cities and towns and 
rural areas. Roosevelt, although 
he became the champion of the 
common man, had the upbringing 
of an aristocrat. His peculiarities 
of background and manner set 
him apart. Truman is strictly 
middle class. You know from the 
way he looks and talks that he is 
a sensible fellow whose mental 
processes you will always be able 
* understand. Moréover, he is 
infectiously friendly. 


Most of Truman’s importan 
pointees have been cam who 
himself, already commanded the 
confidence of congress and of 
voters in at least their own dis- 
tricts.

Try To Use Veterans 


WASHINGTON,—It’s not nice to think about,

had to remain at home to produce the things with which to fight. 


The object of promoting: this 
labor unions. 

It happened after the last war, 
contributing to the wave of in- 
tolerance that swept the country 
in the early '20’s. During this war 
there have been manifest attempts 
here and there to set the soldier 
against the worker at home. Some 
attempts were,made in congress, 
some outside. 

The postwar period, because of 
its natural confusions, will offer 
opportunities for those who would 
use the veteran to fight unions. 
Both the réturning soldier and the 
worker are suffering from war 
tensions. They can find sources of 
friction, if they look hard, or if 
they are encouraged. 

As the nation emerges from the 
war, labor naturally is going to 
try to get more money in the pay 
envelope. That might as well be 
expected. Labor has seen the price 
of things rise, with its income 
fixed. Labor organizations have 
been pushing at wage ceilings, 
with occasional, and limited suc- 
cess. They are beginning to push 
more energetically. 

All during the war, business- 
men and farmers have been press- 
ing, too, to break through price 
ceilings. They operate through 
their organizations and their rep- 
resentatives in Cengress, and they 
have had some successes also. 
Both also have ha@ nice profits. 

All of these conflicts will add 
up to enough troubles in the post- 
war period of adjustment without 
exploiting the tensions of war’s 
aftermath setting one group 
against an —for example, the 
war veteran against the union 
worker. 

Typical of the latter technique 
is the current activity of Rep. 
Rankin, Democrat, Mississippi. He 
is sponsoring a bill which would 
provide that war veterans cannot 
be required to join a labor union 
or pay union dues and assess- 
ments.

The Charter of the United Nations provides for an Economic 
and Social Council of eighteen members elected by the General 
Assembly for a three-year term. Voting in the Council is to be 


by simple majority. 


This Council reflects recognition of the fact that some of the 
basic causes of war lie in economic and social matters. Hungry 
neighbors make bad neighbors. The chief duties of the Council 
are to collect and disseminate information on social, economic, 
and humanitarian matters, to make recommendations to the 
General Assembly and individual nations, and to coordinate the 


work of special agencies in its field. 


The root of world economic and social problems lies in national 
A 


policies. Ne progressive policy on an international scale will be 


possible if national policies are backward. However, the Eco- 


nomic and Social Council may become the vehicle for the expres- 
sion of enlightened world opinion, and it is potentially capable of 
dealing in a cooperative way with problems like mass unemploy- 


ment and trade barriers. 


lmperialism has long been recognized as a cause of war. In ret- 
ognition of this and to promote the well-being of colonial peo- 
ples, the Charter provides that members of the United Nations 
may submit their colonies to the supervision of the Trusteeship 
Council. Its powers are confined to investigation and recom- 
mendation. The Security Council would supervise strategic areas 


within trust territories.

Thinking men already realize the great need for mass participa- 
tion, particularly of young people, in some kind of sports activity. 
That is why so,many colleges already are planning for inunensely 
broadened p grams for the great masses of their student bodies. 


That & w ¥ school like Georgia Tech sees fit to put on 
the shoulders of a man of W. A. Alexander’s capabilities the 
gargantuan task of setting up a program embracing many 
forms of athletic endeavor, not just for exceptionally skilled 
athletes but for the horde of students who need enough mus- 
cular activity to keep them in — physieal condition, which

That is the reason heads of the University of Georgia are elated 
over the many exceptionally fine athletic facilities that will be 
turned over to them eventually by the Navy when there no longer 
is a preflight school in Athens.

The Face Lifting This doesn’t mean that when the dove of

New ODT Ban 
Again Stymies 
Horse Racing 


By ERNEST BARCELLA 

WASHINGTON, July 11—(UP) 
Horse racing after just two 
months of unrestricted operation 
was frozen into a state of status 
quo today when the government 
banned for one year the transpor- 
tation of thoroughbreds and shaw 
animals by railroads. 

The nation’s wealthiest sport, 
which resumed operation May 12 
after a four month ban, thus faced 
another shutdown this winter 
when the: horses now racing at 
northern tracks were slated to be 
shipped to southern raceways. 


For the order, issued by Direc- 
tor J. Munroe Johnson of the Of- 
fice of Defense Transportation at 
the request of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, also prohibit- 
ed transfer of race horses by truck 
operators doing business either as 
common carriers or on a contract 
basis. It is effective until July l, 
1946. 


That meant that racing would 
have no_ difficulty continuing 
throughout the summer and fall 
at the northern tracks now in op- 
eration. But it appeared impos- 
sible that there were enough pri- 
vately-owned horse vans to stock 


the southern tracks with enough} 


runners to conduct a meeting. 


The order was made effective 
immediately and applies to ship- 
ment of race horses or show ani- 
mals in intra-state, inter-state and 
foreign commerce, This would af- 
fect proposed winter meetings at 
Tropical Park, Hialeah and Gulf- 
stream’ in Florida, the Fairgrounds 
in New Orleans, and would bar 
shipment of horses to the Hippo- 
drome in Mexico City or to Tijua- 
na. When racing was banned in 
the United States last January 3
